COINER CAPTURED.

Toe Flood of Counterfet Ooin
Tomporarily Checked,

—_—

The Buperintendent of the
Mint Lodged in Limbo,

Farther Developments Promised
Boom:

For some time past the olty has
been flooded with counterfelt colua of
various denominations, from quarters

to dollar pieces. At first they paased
readily, so well were they exccuted,

the twonty-five cont ploces especially,
most of them bearing the date 1877,
belng so cleverly patterned as to de-
ceive almost anyone,

The firat discovery of the frand wad
made by « bavker of this aity, who
found that & qoantily of them had
slrosdy accnmulated In hin vaults
The discovery was published in Tur
Bee at the time, and since then more
care has been oxercised, but despite
all efforts, merchants and others ware
dally getting stuock for small amounnts.
A fow days ago Jamos MocVey, a
blackemith who works for Pat Man-

propriotor of the saloon on the corner
of Niuth streot and Capitol avonue,
with a proposition to sell him §30 of
the “quecr” at the rate of fifty cents
on the dollar.

Roubidoux took time to consider
the matter, snd immediately intormod
the police, and an arraogement was
wade that he shonld close the bargain
and then, when MoVey came w de-
liyer his goods, they should be present
and make the ocapture, The police
woere on the lookout for several
nights, but the man didnot put In av
appearance until yesterday, when he
came to Roubidoux's place with the
stuff and the officers were not arcund,
The latter told him that he was afraid
to wske so much in at one time, buy
purchased €15, half the amount
agreed npon, snd McVey took his de.
parture, but later in the evening waa
arrested and lodged in  jail
by  Officers Armour and Ritier,
who found him about hnf-ﬂut
tem o'clock. After putting him
in n place of mfety they concluded to
make a rald opon his house st onos
and ed to the place, No. 916
Capitol avenue, They knocked at the
door and when Mra, McVey respond-
ed naked if McGay lived there. Bhe
roplied that he did not but lived next
door, and they started aa if to go
away but watched the hoase all the
same and being convicced that 1t was
the right one tried It again, went in
and procesded to search the place.

In the store they found weveral dies
of the usual materlal, and unusually
well executed; also three small oruoi-
bles used in melting the eoln for the
diles. Thoy also captured s quantity
of ocoin, which, with that solo
to Mr. Robldeaux and what was found
on the person of the prisoner, amount.
ed to about $30, This was in dollarr,
halves and quarters, mostiy in halves,
and, together with the es for its
mannfacture, made almost conclasive
evidence against the man,

Last evenlng the’ prosscution had
got in all the evidence for the state,
and it was deemed eo favorable
for the defenss that his counsel
talked of not introducing any
ovidence whatever In his behulf, It
in probable, however, that they will
introduce several witnesaca this morn-
ing, and the case will be voncluded
to-day.

The testimony does not vary ma-
torially feom the acsount of the shoot-
ing published at the time, and tends
to proving the theory of sell defenas
advanced by defendant’s counsel.
Among the witnesses to come io-day
is Robert Gregg, nheriff of Dodge
nouuty, who witnessed the street fight
from che sidewalk, and stood very near
the purties when the fatal shot was
fired.
